Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
— Geneva 


, = MULTILATERAL GENEVA TRADE 
AGREEMENT recently announced by President Harry S. Truman and the State 
Department, and hailed by the President as “a landmark in the history of inter- 
national economic relations,” covers more than 45,000 items. These account for two- 
thirds of the trade among the 23 signatory countries. The State Department called 
the agreement “the most comprehensive action ever undertaken for the reduction of 
barriers to trade.’’ 

At this writing, the schedule for action is as follows: 

e Participating countries have had a protocol of provisional application opened 
for their signatures, 

e Assuming this protocol is signed by the 15th of the current month by the 
United States, United Kingdom, Australia, Benelux (Belgium, Luxembourg, Nether- 
lands), Canada and France, who comprise the key countries, the agreement will be 
published on November 18th, including tariff schedules. These countries will put the 
tariff concessions into effect January 1, 1948, “together with all its general provisions 
that can be made operative under existing laws.” Even though all the 23 nations may 
not have signed the protocol by January Ist, the concessions made by the key 
countries will be effective to all. 

e The agreement will become fully effective for each of the participating countries 
when a formal instrument of acceptance is filed with the United Nations by June 30, 
1948.

NEW TRADE AGREEMENTS MAY TAKE EFFECT JAN. 1 


The tariff reductions to be provided in 
trade agreements negotiated at Geneva may 
become effective January 1, 1948, Clair Wil- 
cox, director of the Office of International 
Trade Policy, Department of State, said re- 
cently in discussing the hoped-for results 
from the trade talks which opened in the 
Swiss city last April. 

Trade concessions are slated to become pro- 
visionally effective when countries carrying 
on 85 per cent of the total trade of the 
eighteen nations participating in the Geneva 
talks have ratified their agreements with 
the United States and third countries. 

So far as the United States is concerned, 
actual negotiating work on agreements has 
been completed with all of the seventeen 
other participants except the British na- 
tions, he pointed out. Conclusion of nego- 
tiations with Czechoslovakia is awaiting 
an answer from Prague, he added, while in 
the case of the British Empire the bulk of 
tre negotiating work has been done. 


With eighteen nations, representing six- 
teen customs areas, taking part in the 
Geneva conference, 120 bilateral agreements 
would be the potential number to be con- 
cluded. Actually, because of the slight vol- 
ume of trade between some of these nations, 


the number of treaties aimed at was 108, On 
September 20, seventy of these had been 
finished. 

Discussing when the tariff cuts in the 
treaties already concluded and those stil] 
under negotiation may become operative, 
Dr. Wilcox said that in the case of some of 
the participating nations only the legisla- 
ture can make changes in the tariff. 

However, he noted that the President of 
the United States can alter tariffs within 
the limits set up in the Trade Agreements 
Act while the executives in the British 
countries and some other nations also can 
change tariffs with virtual assurance that 
such action will be approved by Parliament. 

So it is feasible that nations accounting 
for 85 per cent of the trade of the sixteen 
customs areas may ratify their several 
trade treaties provisionally on or before 
January 1. 

In view of the fact that the British na- 
tions account for such a large proportion 
of world trade, in order for the tariff cuts 
to become effective it would be necessary 
for most of the British Empire to conclude 
treaties at Geneva and for British govern- 
ments to ratify them. 

No final date has yet been set for the

TYLES in trade promotion change just the same as the length of ladies’ 
dresses. For more than three decades American business has emphasized the 
promotion of exports, so much so in fact that foreign trade and exports were 
almost interchangeable words. As the result of a number of factors, a gradual 
evolution is taking place and for the first time in our history a substantial part 
of the international trade promotion activities of both Business and Government 
is being devoted to a realistic attempt to aid in the development of a greater 


volume of import trade. 


For many years the American nation 
has been laying waste its basic resources. 
The stimulated demand and vastly in- 
creased consumption of our raw materials 
during the war period have made us 
conscious of the fact that the supplies of 
many necessary raw materials have been 
heavily depleted, in some cases below a 
reasonable margin of safety. One im- 
portant avenue of conservation is through 
importing those critical supplies which 
are essential to the maintenance of the 
current high production levels. Closely 
akin and to a certain extent overlapping 
are the requirements of those “strategics” 
necessary in periods of national emer- 
gency. 

Perhaps the current factor which more 
than other is accelerating this evolution 
in trade policy is the growing shortage 
of American dollars in the possession of 
foreign countries. This problem stems 
from the fact that the postwar demand 
for American goods and services has been 
maintained at record peacetime levels 
without a commensurate increase in our 
purchases abroad. As a natural sequence, 
there has been a trend on the part of im- 
portant manufacturers and exporters to 
develop new import branches of their busi- 
ness as a direct means of providing dol- 
lars with which their overseas importers 
could purchase the manufactured products 
of the American seller. In other cases, ex- 


porters have endeavored to find in barter 
a method whereby they could maintain 
their present level of exports or at least 
minimize the effect of the growing wide- 
spread shortage of American dollars. 

In line with this new emphasis, the 
Office of International Trade has set up 
an Import Advisory Committee, including 
in its membership a representative cross 
section of the import activities of the 
country. 

Incidentally, the problem of the Office 
of International Trade is not radically 
different from that of any business. We 
have added a new “line.” In addition, 
therefore, to taking care of the heavy de- 
mand, for assistance to our exporters, we 
have to build a new clientele, which re- 
quires advertising our wares. Judging 
by the volume of inquiries received, except 
in our New York Regional Office and 
sporadically in other areas, we have to 
create a knowledge of our end product 
just the same as any other producer. 

In the “manufacturing department” a 
number of important steps have been 
taken. The Foreign Service of the United 
States has been given by the Department 
of State at the request of the Office of 
International Trade (under date of March 
8, 1947), fundamental directives under 
which it is instructed as a permanent 
policy “to report on the potentialities of 
their districts as suppliers on a sustained

basis of materials and products for ex- 
port to the United States and especially 
to report such information as would be of 
assistance to U. S. importers.” The 
Foreign Service was also informed that 
“as a general rule that the requirements 
of the U. S. importing interests are en- 
titled to receive the same attention from 
Foreign Service officers as would be given 
to U. S. exporting interests.” Through this 
step, import promotion was placed on the 
same basis as assistance in export trade 
promotion, including visitors, inquiries, 
and trade reports. 

Subsequently, the Foreign Service was 
supplied with a special form for reporting 
import trade opportunities. Owing to the 
specialized character of our import trade, 
considerably more detail has to be de- 
veloped in order that the prospective 
American importer can deal effectively 
with proposals of the overseas seller. This 
new form was developed in cooperation 
with the Department of State and with 
the assistance of the Import Advisory 
Committee and the National Council of 
American Importers. The first extensive 
review of the results obtained through the 
publication of these trade leads is now un- 
der preparation by the Commercial and 
Economic Section of the American Em- 
bassy in London. It is hoped that as a 
result of this review the Office of In- 
ternational Trade will shortly know the 
causes underlying the disappointing lack 
of results so far secured from import 
trade opportunities submitted by Foreign 
Service officers in London. 

At two meetings of the Import Advisory 
Committee, the suggestion has been made 
that the fundamental barrier of the de- 
velopment of a larger import trade was 
the lack of sufficient staff in the Bureau 
of Customs to process the current volume 
of import entries and appraisements. It 
has been suggested by one member of the 
Committee, that, until the staff is ade- 
quate to the present volume of our im- 
ports, it is futile to attempt to increase 
the trade. Currently, it is admitted by 


the Bureau of Customs that the situation 
for importers is relatively more diffiey}t 
at San Francisco than at any other 
American port; as a temporary measure, 
they have recently had to close che Ap- 
praiser’s Store in that port and order 
that no additional imports be removed 
from docks and piers. To deal with the 
present backlog, five specialists have been 
detailed from other ports and Washington 
to San Francisco and funds for eleven 
additional employees are being made ayail- 
able to the Appraiser with a view to 
alleviating the present congestion. 

On January 1, 1947, there was at all 
ports a total backlog of 79,000 invoices, 
which had not been appraised for dutiable 
value, but the Bureau of Customs believes 
that this volume has been cut down con- 
siderably and probably now is closer to 
50,000, including some 6,000 appraise- 
ments withheld pending court decisions, 
While every effort is being made by the 
Bureau of Customs to develop improve- 
ments in procedures, the fact does remain 
that there is from time to time, as at San 
Francisco, currently, a congestion which 
the Bureau of Customs is unable to handle 
as expeditiously as they would like. An 
Interdepartmental Committee, composed of 
technicians and specialists, has been work- 
ing on these basic problems and the Na- 
tional Council of American Importers has 
also made certain suggestions after careful 
study and analysis. 

It is also clear that many of the present 
difficulties arise out of the importation of 
new products, such as plastics, new for- 
eign shippers who are not fully aware of 
American import regulations, new import- 
ers some of whom are not well grounded 
in import techniques, and new employees 
of the customs service. In this latter con- 
nection, many who are aware of the val- 
uable contribution made by the Customs 
School of Instruction will regret to learn 
that this Division of Training, which was 
first established on July 5, 1935, has been 
discontinued by administrative action and 
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RGANIZATION of a new subsidiary com- 
pany in Switzerland has been announced 
by the Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator 
Company. Named Honeywell A.G., it is be- 
ing managed by Charles B. Meech.

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Pittsburgh—the Workshop of the World

ITTSBURGH, situated where the Alle- 

gheny and Monongahela Rivers unite to 
form the beautiful Ohio, is the center of a 
district known as the Tri-State Area, com- 
prising southwestern Pennsylvania, east- 
ern Ohio and northern West Virginia. 
Possessing navigable rivers, arteries of 
immense freight traffic and _ inspiring 
scenery, this area is noted for its great 
cultural institutions and its multitudinous 
business activities. These range from 
enterprises in which hundreds of millions 
are invested to those of ambitious new- 
comers, starting on a “shoe string.” A 
strong tradition from pioneer days still 
prevails. 

While Pittsburgh is famous throughout 
the world as the steel city and is renowned 
for its great surrounding bituminous coal 
field, it has many other interests. One of 
these is world trade. This is not confined 
to exports of iron, steel and coal, but in- 
cludes diversified activities in all phases of 
import as well as export trade. 

It is generally recognized, perhaps more 
than ever before, that a virile peaceful 
world society must have international eco- 
nomic relations of broad character and 
wide extent. What is Pittsburgh’s place in 
this hope of mankind? 


In the first place, let us consider ex- 
ports. Pittsburgh district products go 
forth to distant lands in wide variety and 
enormous volume. This may be verified by 
observing the huge amount of traffic 
handled by the various transportation 
agencies in the “Allegheny Region.” Near- 
ness to Canada and similarity of interests 
have resulted in heavy movements of coal, 
steel, ceramic products, and all kinds of 
miscellaneous commodities to our north- 
ern neighbor. Similar but lesser overland 
and inland waterway hauls have delivered 
Pittsburgh-made products to Mexico. Then, 
too, the great railway systems haul train- 
loads of freight from the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict to eastern seaboard ports from which 
they are shipped to all parts of the world. 
Among the diversified manufactures, men- 
tion may be made of world famous food- 
stuffs, railway equipment, steel mill ma- 
chinery and equipment, bridges, river 
craft, glass products, electric machinery, 
petroleum industry equipment, and a host 
of metal products. 

Basic products made in the Tri-State 
area become parts of numerous items ex- 
ported from other districts. Notable 


among these are automobiles. 

The Tri-State area is also a giant in im- 
port trade. The reason for this is obvious. 
Manganese, chromium, vanadium, tungsten 
and nickel, all imported products, are 
needed in the manufacture of steel. It 
should be kept in mind that the Pittsburgh 
district produces not only steel as ordi- 
narily known, but also special types, such 
as stainless and tool steels. 

Other imports enter into the district’s 
manufacture of electrical machinery, the 
basic production of aluminum, the canning 
of many special food products requiring 
spices, olives and olive oil. Then, too, 
Pittsburgh’s department stores are large 
distributors of merchandise from abroad. 

A third major factor in world trade is 
the investment of capital in foreign lands. 
Many Pittsburgh district enterprises have 
branch factories abroad or partly financed 
affiliates overseas. Several companies of 
this area have developed properties in dis- 
tant countries, notably in mineral and oil 
production, in order to assure adequate 
supplies of essential raw materials. 

Because some of the individual world 
trade transactions of Pittsburgh business 
are undertaken without publicity, their 
enormous size is not known to the general 
public. For example—equipment that may 
leave this great workshop for the building 
of new steel facilities abroad is not mea- 
sured in terms of a single carload but rep- 
resents shiploads valued at millions of 
dollars. Likewise, the development of 
interests in distant oil fields and mineral 
deposits are not financed on a “shoe 
string.” They take “real money.” 

The activities of the Pittsburgh area are 
not confined to big business.

Estimated net income under higher tariffs 
would be $930,800,000, or 5.58% on net in- 
vestment, as against a deficit of 241,800.000 
under present rates. These figures take into 
consideration the 15%-cent hourly wage in- 
crease granted to non-operating employes 
on September 1, but do not cover any pros- 
pective rise in wages for operating unions.

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


Dental Burs—The application of three 
United States manufacturers, filed with the 
U. S. Tariff Commission on December 19, 
1946, for an increase in the rate of duty on 
dental burs under the provision of Section 
336 of the Tariff Act of 1930, was denied and 
dismissed by the Commission on September 
8, 1947. 

Meat Products—Notice of a proposal to 
amend the Federal Regulations relating to 
the importation of meat products into the 
United States was issued by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture on September 65, 
1947. The proposed amendment would re- 
quire that foreign meat inspection must be 
equivalent, in its standards and thorough- 
ness, to that of the United States. At the 
present time, the United States accepts meat 
products imported from Argentina, Austra- 
lia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Cuba, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, Dominican Republic, 
England and Wales, Finland, France, Ice- 
land, Ireland (Eire), Italy, Luxembourg, 
Madagascar, Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Northern Ireland, Norway, Paraguay, Scot- 


land, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Uruguay, 
and Venezuela; products from countries 
other than those mentioned above are not 
eligible for importation into the United 
States. Persons who wish to submit written 
data or arguments concerning the proposed 
amendment may do so by filing them with 
the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
Agricultural Research Administration, De- 
partment of Agriculture before September 
25, 1947. 

Copra—The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture announced on September 5, 1947, that 
the United States has received a supplemen- 
tal allocation from the International Emer- 
gency Food Council of 40,625 metric tons of 
copra from the Philippines, bringing the 
total allocation of copra from the Philip- 
pines for 1947 to 375,000 metric tons (240,- 
000 metric tons oil content). 

Forage Seeds—The International Emer- 
gency Food Council recommended on Sep- 
tember 12, 1947, the distribution in inter- 
national trade of four forage seeds—alsike, 
crimson and red clover, and perennial rye- 
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grass. These are the only seeds of this type 
now under allocation by the IEFC, as white 
clover has been removed from the list of 
allocated commodities. The Committee on 
Seeds estimated that a total of more than 
16,000 tons of these seeds will move in 
international trade. This falls short by more 
than 10,000 tons of the estimated require- 
ments of the importing countries. The rec- 
ommended distribution to the United States 
is 1,900 metric tons of crimson clover. 

Japanese Products—The U. S. Commercial 
Company will offer for sale 3,606 leather 
portfolios, 826 Boston leather bags, and 120 
dozen men’s leather belts. Samples are 
available for inspection at the Company’s 
Display Room, 292 Madison Avenue, New 
York City. It is anticipated that the sale 
will be on a sealed bid basis, duty paid, ex- 
warehouse New York City area, and terms 
and conditions will be mailed to all who 
request them from The U. S. Commercial 
Co., 811 Vermont Ave., N. W., Washington, 
D. C., on or before September 25, 1947. The 
Company is also offering for sale a total of 
300 bales of selected assortments of raw 
white Japanese silk. Recently, the Company 
offered for sale approximately 13,767 
strands of cultured pearls, and 1,140 short 
tons of lead scrap. The sale of 50,000 pieces 
of chip florist mats for $3,562.50, of 2,526,- 
648% yards of habutae silk of various 
weights and grades during August for the 
sum of $1,039,569.33, and of 20 drums of fish 
liver oil, at an average price of .1787 per 
million units of vitamin A was announced 
by the Company. 

Citrus Fruits—The Bureau of Entomology 
and Plant Quarantine announced a revision 
of the quarantine to prohibit entry into the 
United States, from all foreign countries 
where the dread citrus canker disease is 
now known to occur, additional species of 
citrus fruits that might introduce the dis- 
ease. The change will be effective October 
25, 1947. 

Cut Flowers—The Bureau of Entomology 
and Plant Quarantine issued a notice on 
September 26, 1947, on a proposed amend- 
ment to the cut flower quarantine providing 
that imported cut flowers found to be in- 
fested with an injurious insect, or an in- 
jurious plant disease, which can be elimi- 
nated by a method of treatment, may be 
entered under the condition that such treat- 
ment be applied by the importer or his 
agent under the supervision of an inspector. 
The importer would have the option, how- 
ever, of immediately shipping such cut flow- 
ers to a point outside the United States or 
abandoning them for immediate destruction. 

Elm Plant Quarantine—The Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine has an- 
nounced that the occurrence of the Dutch 
elm disease in the Province of Quebec, Can- 
ada, has made necessary the revision of the 
foreign plant quarantine on account of this 
disease to include, effective October 31, 1947, 
the Dominion of Canada, together with 
Newfoundland, Labrador, St. Pierre, Mique- 
lon, and adjacent islands as additional areas 
from which the entry into the United States 
of elm plants and plant parts is controlled 
or prohibited. 

Rubber—On September 9, 1947, the Office 
of Materials Distribution, U. S. Department 
of Commerce, amended Rubber Order R-1 
to eliminate from it restrictions on the de- 
livery and acceptance of natural rubber and 
latex and certain synthetic types of rubber; 
and to delete from the Order its A’ppendix I 
and all the controlled items contained on 
it. At the same time, import requirements 
were amended to conform with this liberali- 
zation of the Order. All items have been 
eliminated from import controls except the

tires and tubes now listed in Appendix II, 
and the latex foam products, curled animal 
hair, and certain wire products specifically 
named in it, for which importation an 
authorization is still required if they con- 
tain more than the permitted percentage of 
natural rubber or latex. — 

Sugar — The International Emergency 
Food Council has temporarily suspended 
sugar allocation. On September 23, 1947, it 
notified sugar importing countries that un- 


til December 31, 1947, they may exceed their 
previously announced allocation recommen- 
dations, provided they notify the 1K FC of 
completed transactions. The IEFC is con- 
tinuing in effect its allocation machinery, 
and allocations may be reimposed at any 
time prior to December 31, 1947. This action 
has been taken in view of the record 1947 
Cuban sugar crop, and the prospects for 
xood production in 1948. Price controls on 
sugar are scheduled to end on October 31. 


GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Bureau of Customs—The Treasury De- 
partment announced on September 4, 1947, 
that it had engaged McKinsey & Co., a New 
York firm of management consultants, to 
conduct an independent study and survey 
of the Bureau of Customs to determine the 
efficiency of its functions. At the same time, 
the Treasury Department indicated that it 
is carrying on its own study of the Bureau. 
In its 1947-1948 appropriation for the Bu- 
reau, Congress included provision for the 
expenditure, not to exceed $100,000, for a 
management study of the Bureau’s activ- 
ities, organization and operation in order to 
increase efficiency and effect economies. 


Food and Drug Administration—On Sep- 
tember 1, 1947, the Import Office of the New 
York Station of the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration put into effect, on a trial basis, 
certain new regulations in connection with 
the handling of imports subject to the Food, 
Drug and Cosmetics Act, through the Port 
of New York. These regulations apply to 
the use of the green ticket (Form No. F.D. 
799), to the “Sample Notice’ (Form F.D. 
791), and to “Sampling Notice” Form No. 
A 106 Rev., and are designed to give better 


service in the distribution of information to 
importers regarding the status of their 
shipments, 


China—The Central Bank of China has 
notified “Appointed Banks” in regard to the 
regulations concerning settlement of for- 
eign exchange proceeds on export shipments 
not made under letter of credit, and which 
are called “consignment shipments.” Such 
shipments exported berore August 16, 1947, 
are to be settled at the rate of CN$12,000 to 
US$1. Shipments on or after August 16 
are to be settled on the basis of the “open 
market rate” established by the Foreign 
Exchange Equalization Fund Committee 
(currently about CN$40,000 to US$1). 

Free Time on New York Piers—The pub- 
lic hearing on the question of free time and 
demurrage charges at the Port of New 
York, instituted by the U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission, in response to numerous complaints 
by individual American importers, began on 
September 30. During the hearings, the 
Port of New York Authority suggested a 
free time period of seven days, excluding

DECONTROL OF PROPERTY IN 
GERMANY 


Regulations for the decontrol of property 
in the British Zone in Germany has ap- 
peared in the British Board of Trade Jour- 
nal of August 30, 1947. With reference to 
property in the French Zone, it is stated 
that the conditions which must be met bv 
owners and representatives of property will 
be explained on application to the French 
Zonal authorities. No formal announcement 
concerning the French program has been 
published as yet. 


PATENTS—ITALY, BULGARIA, 
HUNGARY AND RUMANIA 


Certain parts of the Treaties of Peace 
with Italy, Bulgaria, Hungary, and Ru- 
mania relating to patents were brought into 
effect bv Public Law 380, Eightieth Con- 
gress, First Session, signed by the Presi- 
dent on August 6, 1947. Under the law, the 
International Convention for the Protection 
of Industrial Property will be considered re- 
established as to those countries, and the 
nationals of those countries will also be 
entitled to rights under Public Law 690, 
Seventy-Ninth Congress. Nationals of Ger- 
many and Japan are permitted to apply for 
and obtain patents subject to any conditions 
and limitations which may be imposed by 


Congress or the President in accordance 
with any peace treaties with these coun- 
tries. 


ARGENTINE INSURANCE LAW

nos Aires concerning the Argentine Insur- 
ance Law has been forwarded to members 
of the Insurance Committee and insurance 
interests of the Council.

CLAIMS AGAINST U. S. ARISING 
IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Many claims of various types against 
agencies of the U. S. Government arose in 
the Philippine Islands during the latter part 
of 1941 and the early part of 1942. While 
many of these claims perhaps have been 
satisfactorily disposed of by the agencies 
involved, there are presently claims out- 
standing which may not be settled for many 


months and in fact may well be the subject 
of litigation before final disposition. 

Attention is called to the fact that Title 
28, Section 262 of the U. S. Code (Judicial 
Code Sec. 156) provides in part “every claim 
againt the United States cognizable by the 
Court of Claims shall be forever barred un- 
less the petition setting forth a statement 
thereof is filed in the court ... within six 
years after the claim first accrues.” Anyone 
having claims outstanding upon which liti- 
gation is contemplated or possible, should 
give careful scrutiny to the date that the 
claims arose, having in mind the fact that 
this statute in many cases would be expir- 
ing the latter part of 1947 or the early part 
of 1948. 


REVISED SWEDISH FREE LIST UN. 
DER NEW IMPORT REGULATIONS 


New regulations were issued by the Swed- 
ish Government on September 16 deleting 
items from the Swedish free list and thus 
reducing the number of products that may 
be imported into Sweden without license. 
The list is contained in Circular No. 78 of 
the Swedish State Trade Commission. As 
translated by the Swedish Chamber of Com- 
merce of the U.S.A., a copy is available upon 
request.

The Council will continue to support ad- 
herence to a multilateral convention for the 
protection of direct international invest- 
ments, an integral and substantial part of 
American foreign trade and business, such 
as may be obtained through the proposed 
International Trade Organization. However, 
it is felt that the policy stated by the Assis- 
tant Secretary can be carried out in more 
effective detail and with greater. speed 
through bilateral American Treaties of 
Friendship, Commerce and Navigation.

HORCH RESIGNS COMMERCE POST 


The Department of Commerce announced that it had accepted the resignation of Mr. 
L. L. Horch, director of the Department’s regional office in New York City, who resigned 
effective October 15, to re-enter private business. Pending the results of an examination 
being conducted by the U. S. Civil Service Commission for the position of regional director 
in New York City, Mr. Joseph A. Mack, deputy director of the Department’s Field Service, 
will assume responsibility for the operation of the office. 

During the past few weeks a number of trade organizations and executives of foreign 
trade houses had written to Secretary of Commerce Harriman expressing the hope that 
Mr. Horch would stay on as head of the local office. 

These business men have testified to their appreciation of the valuable services Mr. 
Horch has rendered foreign traders since he was appointed regional director over a year 
ago. Among points mentioned are prompt and practical assistance he has given the trade, 
his willing co-operation, prompt and practical assistance, help given the small traders, his 
experience in the business field and the efficient operation of the local office under his 
direction. 

Mr. Horch, who specialized in international exchange and foreign financing trans- 
actions before he entered Government service in 1938, was appointed regional director of 
the Department of Commerce on Sept. 23, 1946. In this capacity, he administered Depart- 
ment of Commerce foreign and domestic commerce activities in the States of New York 
and New Jersey.

under British North Borneo.

The law 
requires the name of the manufacturer or importer, the percentage of wool content and 
whether the wool is new or reclaimed to be indicated on each pair of hosiery or other 


articles, 
SUSPENSION OF TONNAGE DUTIES—PALESTINE 


The President has proclaimed that satisfactory proof was received from the Govern- 
ment of Palestine on August 6, 1947, that no discriminating duties of tonnage or imposts 
are imposed or levied in the ports of Palestine upon vessels wholly belonging to citizens 
of the United States, or upon the produce, manufactures, or merchandise imported in such 
vessels, from the United States, or from any foreign country: 

I do hereby declare and proclaim that the foreign discriminating duties of tonnage 
and imposts within the United States are suspended and discontinued so far as respects 
the vessels of Palestine and the produce, manufactures, or merchandise imported in said 
vessels into the United States from Palestine or from any other foreign country; the 
suspension to take effect from August 6, 1947, and to continue so long as the reciprocal 
exemption of vessels belonging to citizens of the United States and their cargoes shall be 
continued, and no longer. [President’s Proclamation No. 2746]

CONVERSION OF CURRENCY—ITALIAN LIRA 

Reference is made to the daily buying rates for foreign exchange which section 
522 (c) of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U. S. C., title 31, sec. 372 (c) directs the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York to certify to the Secretary of the Treasury. The Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York has certified for dates beginning on June 13, 1946, two rates 
for the Italian lira, designated “official” and “free.” 

In any case where it is necessary to determine the proper rate or rates for Italian 
lira for the purpose of the assessment and collection of duties on merchandise which 
has been exported to the United States on or after June 13, 1946, or is so exported here- 
after, the appraiser and collector shall, respectively, continue the practice of with- 
holding appraisement and suspending liquidation pending receipt of further instructions. 
In such cases collectors of customs shall require the deposit of estimated duties in an 
amount determined by the use of the official rate. 

The Customs Information Exchange will keep the field informed, solely for pur- 
poses of calculating estimated duties, regarding the official rates which are certified 
for the Italian lira. [T. D. 51758.] 


CUSTOMS RULING ALLOWS SAVING ON GEM DUTIES 


Trans-Atlantic passengers bringing jewelry into the Port of New York may effect 
considerable savings on customs duties under a new ruling permitting separation of 
precious stones from their mountings and a reduction in the over-all value of the item, 
Harry M. Durning, Collector of Customs, announced. 

Under the procedure stones separated from their mountings are subject to a duty of 
10 per cent of their foreign value. Mountings may be reduced to scrap or bullion, both 
duty-free, or withdrawn intact as jewelry parts dutiable at 60 per cent. Passengers wish- 
ing to take advantage of the manipulation must place their jewelry under constant 
customs supervision for separation at Appraisers’ Stores or at a bonded warehouse at 
personal expense. 

The new procedure has been adopted as a measure against an increase in attempted 
jewelry smuggling. In the last three months, he pointed out, fifty instances of jewelry 
seizures have been recorded at a total seizure value of $50,000. 


EXTRA DOCK RECEIPTS 


Customs brokers and freight forwarders have been requested by the joint Steamship 
and Railroad committees of the Maritime Association of New York to co-operate in a 
plan effective Oct. 1 designed to expedite both import and export cargo for pickup or 
delivery by railroad lighters. They are requested to submit an extra copy of the dock 
receipt to be used as a railroad receipt. Under the present practice railroads do not obtain 
a receipt for such cargo until the dock receipt is picked up anywhere from a day to one 
week after delivery. Under the amended practice steamship lines will be expected to give 
the lighter captain a receipt at time of delivery.

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback ig 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

(2) The Treasury Department is in communication with the Department of State 
regarding the recent division of British India into two dominions and a Treasury decision 
concerning the marking to indicate the name of the country of origin of articles from 
that area will be issued at an early date. Until the publication of the Treasury decision, 
collectors of customs shall request instructions from the Bureau relative to the marking 
of articles arriving from such territories. 


QUOTA ON FISH 


The following procedure is hereby established for the control of the tariff-rate quota 
on imports of fish, fresh or frozen (whether or not packed in ice), filleted, skinned, boned, 
sliced, or divided into portions, not specially provided for, cod, haddock, hake, pollock, 
cusk, and rosefish (T. Ds. 49752 and 51698), for the calendar year 1947. 

During the period October 13 to December 31, 1947, importers of quota-class fish shall 
be required to deposit estimated duties at the full tariff rate as prescribed in item 
717(b), schedule II, of the Canadian Trade Agreement (T. D. 49752). 

The time zone and exact standard time of acceptance shall be noted on each entry for 
consumption covering this commodity and shall be recorded on quota reports of the col- 
lectors and comptrollers of customs. 

The quota status for duty purposes of such fish will be determined by the Bureau as 
soon as possible after receipt of complete quota reports from collectors and comptrollers 
of customs for the period in which the quota is filled. [C/L 2580]

PRODUCTION AND SALES OF SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS IN 
THE U. S., 1946 


The United States Tariff Commission issued a preliminary report on the 1946 produc- 
tion and sales in the United States of synthetic organic chemicals and their raw materials. 
This report gives separate data on raw materials, intermediates, and finished products. 
Finished products are grouped in the report according to use as dyes, lakes and toners, 
plastics materials, synthetic elastomers, plasticizers, rubber-processing chemicals, surface- 
active agents, flavor and perfume materials, medicinals, and miscellaneous chemicals. 
Statistics are given for each individual chemical whenever the data may be published 
without revealing the operations of individual companies. 

The report shows that production of tars in 1946 amounted to 837 million gallons, com- 
pared with an output of 899 million gallons in 1945, a decrease of 62 million gallons. This 
decrease was reflected in a decline in the output of tar crudes. Production of benzene 
amounted to 135 million gallons compared with 156 million gallons in 1945; toluene, 33 
million gallons compared with 132 million gallons; and naphthalene, 242 million pounds 
compared with 288 million pounds. 

Production of crude products from petroleum and natural gas for chemical conversion 
increased to 3.5 billion pounds in 1946 compared with 3.3 billion pounds in 1945. Sales 
amounted to 3.2 billion pounds, valued at 167 million dollars. According to the report, 
the total production in 1946 of intermediates and finished chemical products was over 
14 billion pounds; sales were 9.5 billion pounds, valued at 2 billion dollars. Increased 
production was reported for most chemicals the output of which was subject to restric- 
tions during the war. In 1946 the output of dyes totaled 186 million pounds and that of 
plastics materials 994 million pounds, compared with 145 million and 818 million pounds, 
respectively, in 1945. 

Production of other chemicals, the manufacture of which had been especially stimu- 
lated by wartime demand, generally decreased in 1946 compared with the preceding years. 
The output of synthetic rubbers was 1.7 billion pounds in 1946 or almost 200 million pounds 
less, and that of plasticizers 115 million pounds or 56 million pounds less, than in 1945. The 
Commission’s final report, which will be issued later, will contain complete data on these 
chemicals and in addition, it will contain a list of all chemicals included in the report 
identified (wherever possible) by producers. Copies of the preliminary report may be

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS—U. S. CUSTOMS COURT 


TARE—WEIGHT OF PINEAPPLES—EDI- 
BLE JUICE NOT TO BE DISREGARDED— 
W. X. Huber Co. v. U. S. Prot. 953440-G. 
Decided July 24, 1947. Opinion by Judge 
Cline. Duty was assessed upon canned pine- 
apples under Par. 747, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
“Pineapples, * * *; otherwise prepared or 
preserved, and not specially provided for, 
2 cents per pound.” The assessment was 
upon the net weight of the pineapples and 
the juice in which they were immersed. 
The plaintiff claimed that duty should have 
been assessed on the actual weight of the 
pineapples, exclusive of the juice or syrup. 
The evidence submitted by plaintiff was 
inconclusive to show that the juice or syrup 
in which the pineapple was imported was 
discarded by the consumer; in fact, the evi- 
dence indicated that the juice or svrup was 
probably consumable. In _ overruling the 
protest, the Court said: “The present tariff 
act provides for pineapples, otherwise pre- 
pared or preserved, without any reference 
to the preservative material. As the cases 
above cited indicate, duty will be assessed 
on the weight of the pineapples alone where 
the preservative material is of no use ane 
is discarded. However, the material in the 
instant case apnears to be the kind of juice 
which is ordinarily served with canned 
fruit and therefore must have some com- 
mercial value. There is no creditable evi- 
dence hefore us in the case at har tending 
to estahlish that the liquid in the cans is 
discarded as worthless hv the ultimate con- 
There is nothing to show that the 


sumer. 
Pineapple is purchased upon the basis of 
the drained weight of the fruit. The sam- 


pline of cans by the wholesale customers 
of the plaintiff in which the pineannle was 
tasted and the discarding of the juice are 
entirely insufficient to establish that the 
liquid portion of the contents is habitually 
thrown awav as of no use. It mav be that 
the fruit and the juice should have heen 
assessed with dutv under senarate para- 


graphs, but no such claim is made.”

MIXED FEED OATS—HULLED—SCREEN- 
INGS—C. S. Emery & Co. v. U.

Merchandise in-j,; 
voiced as “hulled 
oats” and described 
by the appraiser as 
“mixed feed oats, 
weight, 


hulled, 
broken barley, wheat seeds, etce.,” 
was assessed at 20% under Par. 1558, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as an unenumerable manufac-

tured article. Protest claimed merchandise 
properly dutiable at 8 cents per pushel of 
32 lbs. under Par. 726, Tarif€ Act of 1930, 
as modified by the Canadian Trade Agree- 
ment, T.D. 49752, as “oats, hulled or un- 
hulled,” or under Par. 721 of said Act, as 
amended by said Canadian Trade Agree- 
ment, at the rate of 5% as “screenings, 
scalpings, chaff, or scourings of wheat, flax. 
seed or other grains or seeds, unground or 
ground,” or, if the merchandise is unenu- 
merated, as an unenumerated, unmanufac- 
tured article under the provisions of Par, 
1558 at 10%. In sustaining the protest, the 
Court said: “The evidence before us dis- 
closes that the imported commodity consists 
of screenings from wheat or barley com- 
posed principally of wild oats intermingled 
with cultivated oats having a slight wheat 
and barley content and that these oats have 
been hulled. From the foregoing cited 
cases, it would appear that screenings, be- 
fore specific provision was made therefor 
in the statute, were held dutiable as a non- 
enumerated unmanufactured article. Such 
screenings were considered an entirety, no 
part of which could be segregated there- 
from and assessed separately for duty. Nor 
could screenings, when composed largely of 
one class of grain or seed, as in the case of 
the wild mustard seeds, be classified under 
the provision for such grain or seeds. Wild 
oats were held not to come within the term 
‘oats.’ In the Forrest case, cited and relied 
upon by the plaintiff, the merchandise was 
agreed between counsel to consist of hulled 
oats, known as feeding oats, not fit for 
human consumption. There was nothing to 
indicate that such hulled oats were derived 
from screenings of grain or that they con-

tained any wild oats. In view of the fact 
that the major portion of the oat crop is 
ted to domestic animals, the Court held that 
Congress could not have intended to limit 
the provision for ‘oats, hulled or unhulled’ 
to such as was suitable for human con- 
sumption. We have an entirely different 
situation before us here. The importation 
in question consists of the screenings of 
wheat or barley, composed largely of wild 
oats which have been hulled. The Forrest 
case, therefore, would not have any appli- 
cation to the importation in question in 
view of the Williamson case, supra. In the 
Richardson case, on the other hand, the im- 
portation consisted of oat scalpings, and the 
court held that screenings and scalpings 
should be dutiable under the eo nomine 
provisions therefor no matter what con- 
stituents they contain. That seems to be 
the situation in the case here. Whether the 
oats contained in the scalpings are hulled 
or unhulled, they still retain the screenings 
or scalpings from wheat or barley and 
therefore are more specifically provided for 
under paragraph 731 than under paragraph 
728, and we so hold.”

BREAKAGE, LEAKAGE OR DAMAGE TO 
BUTTS OF BRANDY—TIMELINESS OF IM- 
PORTER’S AFFIDAVIT—Washington State 
Liquor Control Board v. U. 5S. Prot. 
118935-K. Decided August 8, 1947. Opinion 
by Judge Cline. The collector assessed duty 
upon the capacity of butts numbered 41, 91 
and 100 less 2%%. Protest claimed that 
duty should have been taken upon_ the 
basis of the gauge reported by the U. S. 
gauger at the Port of Philadelphia before 
being loaded for transshipment to Seattle. 
In his letter of transmittal, the collector 
claimed that duty was assessed in accord- 
ance with Sec. 15.9(h), Customs Regula- 
tions 1943, in that (1) the invoice quantity 
was not stated, (2) the capacity less 24%% 
was greater than the contents ascertained 
by the gauger and for the reason that the 
affidavit was not filed within 15 days from 
date of delivery as required by Par. 813, 
Tariff Act of 1930. From the evidence, it 
appeared that the brandy was shipped from 
Spain to Olympia, Washington, being landed 
in the U. S. at the Port of Philadelphia for 
transport to Olympia. It consisted of 100 
butts, numbered 1 to 100, each containing 
according to the invoices 132 gals., 100 
proof, Spanish brandy. It was gauged at 
Philadelphia June 7, 1944, and the quanti- 
ties noted as being found in butts 41, 91 
and 100 were, respectively, 40, 55 and 14 
gals. During transit to Olympia, the butts 
were examined at Proviso, Illinois, and the 
contents of butts 91 and 41 were trans- 
ferred to other barrels because of the 
crushed condition thereof. When the mer- 


chandise was received at Olympia, the U. S.

gauger found that butt 41, substituted for 
the original butt, had a capacity of 69,5 
gals. but contained only 36.3 gals.; that 
repacked butt 91 had a capacity of 69.6 
gals. but contained only 50 gals. and that 
butt 100 had a capacity of 128.5 gals. but 
contained only 11.9 gals. The gauger fur- 
ther noted on his report date of delivery to 
importer as 6-30-44 but later changed said 
date to August 3, 1944, which was the date 
the merchandise was released to the Arling- 
ton Dock Company. In sustaining the pro- 
test, the Court said: “‘The evidence before 
us stands uncontradicted to the effect that 
three butts of brandy numbered 41, 91 and 
100 were released from customs custody on 
August 8, 1944, to the Arlington Dock Com- 
pany and that upon the same day the im- 
porter’s representative was informed of 
such release and an affidavit was filed by 
the importer certifying that said butts had 
been broken or otherwise injured in transit 
from a foreign port resulting in the loss of 
a part of their contents amounting to 10 
per centum or more of the total value 
thereof in the condition as exported. 

“The gauger’s exact finding of wantage 
was not enumerated in the affidavit, pre- 
sumably because of the refusal of the col- 
lector at the port of Seattle to make such 
information available to the importer un- 
less it is made clear to the collector that 
the importer will make no attempt to se- 
eure the return of duties unlawfully ex- 
acted. In such circumstances it would seem 
that the form of affidavit here submitted, 
verifving the gauger’s return, is in subh- 
stantial compliance with the law. 

“Paragraph 813, supra, does not provide 
that an affidavit should be filed within fif- 
teen days after the date a customs insnec- 
tor mav decide to enter upon the official 
permit but within fifteen davs after deliv- 
ery. Deliverv, as defined by the regulations, 
is effected at the time merchandise is aetu- 
ally delivered, and, according to _ section 
484. it is released from customs custody 
enliv to or unon the order of the carrier. 
The merchandise in ouestion was actually 
released to the Arlington Dock Comnany on 
August 3, 1944. There is nothing in the law 
or regulations to indicate that ‘delivery’ 
of consumption entry goods involving alco- 
holic liquors becomes effective at anv time 
other than the time of the release thereof 
from customs custody. 

“Inasmuch as in our view an actual re- 
lease of consumption entry liquors consti- 
tutes a ‘delivery,’ it is immaterial whether 
or not there was specific authority for en- 
tering the date of the release upon the car- 
rier’s records. For the reasons stated, we 
held that the importer’s affidavit verifying 
the breakage was timely. 

“In the case of United States v. Somerset 
Importers, Ltd., 33 C.C.P.A. 136, C.A.D. 328, 
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vur appellate court held that the importers 
are entitled to an allowance in duties upon 
joss of liquors through breakage upon the 
quantity of liquor suown by tne yaugers 
return to have been lost before delivery at 
the port of final destination rather than at 
the time of crossing the customs border. 
Theretore, the importers here are entitled 
to an allowance in duties upon the basis v1 
the return of the gauger at the port otf 
Seattle. Inasmuch, however, as the protest 
specifically sets out and limits the claim 
tor allowance to the wantage shown by the 
gauger’s return at the port of Philadelphia, 
und claims that duty should be levied upon 
the basis of the gauge of brandies reported 
landed at that port, judgment will be en- 
tered directing the collector to reliquidate 
the entry assessing duty upon the basis of 
the gauge reported by the customs gauger 
at the port of Philadelphia as to butts num- 
bered 41, 91 and 100, and to make refund of 
all duties taken in excess thereof.”

ROUGH ROLLED STRIP ZINC IN COILS— 
NOT ZINC INSHEETS — Burgess Battery 
Company v. U. 8S. Prot. 116169-K, ete. De- 
cided August 15, 1947. Opinion by Judge 
Lawrence. Coiled zinc measuring 7%” in 
width, .070 of 1” thick and approximately 
40’ long was assessed at 45% under Par. 
397, Tariff Act of 1930, as “articles or wares 
not specially provided for, * * * if composed 
wholly or in chief value of * * * zinc * * *,” 
Protest claimed merchandise dutiable at 1 
cent per pound under Par. 394 of said Act, 
as modified by the Mexican Trade Agree- 
ment, T. D. 50797. After quoting the defini- 
tions of “sheet’ and “strip” as given by 
well-recognized lexicographers, the Court 
said: “From the foregoing definitions, it is 
at once apparent that zinc of the kind and 
form involved herein, 754 inches wide,

mately 40 teet long, would be included 
within the meaning of the word ‘strip,’ and 
for the same reason excluded from the term 
‘sheet.’”” In overruling the protest, the 
Court said: “From the above, it will be 
noted that in the preparation of the Meta: 
Schedule, Congress was definite and certain 
in the use of words. Where it was intendeu 
that strips of the named metals were to Ne 
included within the purview of a particular 
paragraph, eo nemine provision was made 
therefor. Paragraph 394, with which we 
are here concerned, is likewise couched in 
detailed and unambiguous terms but it does 
not enumerate ‘strips.’ It is, therefore, fair 
to conclude that since paragraph 394 con- 
tains no provision for zinc in strip form, it 
was not the intention of Congress that 
merchandise such as that in issue should 
come within the scope of said paragraph.”

ROOFING PAPER, SATURATED, AND 
ROOFING FELT, SATURATED—ASBESTOS 
—C. J. Tower & Sons v. U. S. Prot. 126486-K. 
Decided August 22, 1947. Opinion by Judge 
Mollison. Roofing material was assessed 
under Par. 1501(d) at 20% as “all other 
manufactures of which asbestos is the com- 
ponent material of chief value.” Protest 
claimed merchandise dutiable at only 10% 
under Par. 1402 as “roofing paper * * * 
roofing felt * * *, whether or not saturated 
or coated.” It was stipulated by counsel at 
the trial as follows: “It is hereby stipu- 
lated and agreed by and between counsel 
for the plaintiff and the Assistant Attorne) 
General, Attorney for the United States, 
that the merchandise which is described 
upon the invoices covered by the above en- 
titled protest as ‘asbestos paper, saturated.’ 
and ‘roofing felt, saturated,’ and which was 
assessed at 25% ad valorem under Par. 
1501 (d), Tariff Act of 1930 as manufactures 


_of which asbestos is the component materia!

of chief value, is in fact roofing paper, 
saturated, and roofing felt, saturated, re- 
spectively and chiefly used for roofing pur- 
poses. The claims in the protest are limited 
to the items so described on the invoices. 
Plaintiff waives the right to amend further 
and the first docket call. The protest is 
submitted upon the brief filed herewith by 
the plaintiff.” 

In sustaining the protest, the Court said: 


“The defendant has not disputed the con- 
struction of the law contended for by the 
plaintiff in the two briefs filed in its be- 
half. It would seem, therefore, that the 
rule relied upon by the plaintiff is appli- 
cable to the situation at bar, and we ac- 


ccrdingly sustain the protest claim for duty 
at the rate of 10 per cent ad valorem under 
the provisions of paragraph 1402, supra, as 
to the merchandise described on the in- 
voices as ‘asbestos paper, saturated,’ and 
‘roofing felt, saturated.’ ”’

COCOA FIBER MATTING—ALL OTHER 
FLOOR COVERINGS—IMPORTER NOT 
BOUND BY INVOICE DESCRIPTIONS— 
Gimbel Bros. Ine., N. Y. v. . &. Prot. 
94543-K. Decided September 19, 1947. 
ion by Judge Kinche!oe. Cocoa fiber rugs 
were assessed for duty at 10 cents p2r 
square yard, under Par. 1022, Tariff Act of 
1930, as “cocoa fiber matting and articles 
made therefrom.” Protest claimed mer- 
chandise dutiable at 49% under Par. 1021 as 
“all other floor coverings not specially pro- 
vided for.” The evidence showed that th: 
mattings were warped in continuous rolls 
of 50 yards and that the weavers were 
instructed to manufacture’ continuously 
omitting the weft at particular intervals so 
as to form a line of demarkation for each 
piece or rug while on the looms and that, 
when the piece was removed from the loom 
it was then cut into pieces following th: 
line of demarkation. In sustaining the pro- 
test, the Court said: “In the present case, 
however, there is other evidence of a more 
direct and positive nature than the state- 
ments on the typewritten slips attached to 
the invoices. Deponent V. A. Vaidyanathan, 
who is joint manager of the exporting com- 
panv. and has sunervision of a!'l orders. has 
testified that during the neriod of the pres- 
ent importations the coir rues in question

were woven on the loom in the piece with 
the wett threads omitted at intervals to 
indicate where the rugs were to be cut 
apart, and were then bound or fringed, 
This testimony has been corroborated by 
deponent L. Sadasiva Dass, who was the 
proprietor of the said expurting and manu- 
facturing company up to the time of hig 
death. In our opinion, this evidence ourt- 
weighs the said statements attached to the

WATCH MOVEMENTS, CASES AND 
DIALS—MERCHANDISE NOT LEGALLY 
MARKED—CUSTOMS SUPERVISION, DE- 


George S. Bush & Co., Ine. v. U. §. 
Prot. 122045-K. Decided Oct. 17, 1947. Opin- 
ion by Judge Cline. Certain watch move- 
ments, cases and dials, assembled, imported 
from Switzerland, were assessed at the rate 
of 10% under the provisions of Sec. 304(c), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended by the Cus- 
toms Administrative Act of 1938, on the 
ground that the merchandise was not le- 
gally marked under customs supervision, 
Protest claimed that Sec. 304 was not ap- 
plicable to imported merchandise and that 
marking of such articles was performed 
under “customs supervision” as that term 
was defined in Sec. 304, Tariff Act of 1950. 
From the evidence, it appeared that the 
merchandise in question was released from 
customs custodv upon the application of 
the importer and was turned over to a pri- 
vate concern for the purpose of being 
marked in accordance with the statute. Jt 
further annears that, after the said mer- 
chandise was marked, it was inspected hy 
a customs officer and a full release given to 
the imnvnorter. At the trinl, the customs 
officer testified that, while he had inspected 
the marking and had passed same as benz

sufficient, such work was not done under 
his observation. The Court, in overruling 
the protest. said: “Tn the instant case, 


therefore, the marking was not done under 
customs supervision as provided for in seec- 
tion 304(c) of the Tariff Act of 1939, as 
amended.” 


REAPPRAISEMENT DECISIONS—U,. S. CUSTOMS COURT 


APPRAISEMENT NULL AND VOID BE- 
CAUSE COLLECTOR FAILED TO DESIG- 
NATE ONE PACKAGE OUT OF TEN— 
STEEL WIRE ROPE—VWilliam J. Oberle, 
Inc. (European Agencies Co., Inc.) et al. v. 
U. S. Reap., 118268-A, etc. Decided August 
19, 1947. Opinion by Judge Lawrence. This 
appeal to reappraisement claimed that the 
appraisement of certain steel wire rope was 


null and void because the collector had 
failed to desiynate one package out of ten 
for examination, as required by the statute. 
The evidence showed that. with respect to 
the three entries involved. the following 
designations were on the Summary Sheet 
under the heading “Packages to be Fxam- 
ined”: “WHARF MEASURE WEIGH,” 
“MEASURE WHARF” ond “MEASURE

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


GREAT BRITAIN AND NORTHERN IRELAND—Effective October 1, 1947, the maxi- 
mum indemnity for insured parcel post mailed in continental United States (not includ- 
ing Alaska) for delivery in Great Britain and Northern Ireland is increased from $100 
to $1,000. 


MAILING OF PENICILLIN TO OVERSEAS A.P.0O.”"8 PROHIBITED—FEffective at once 
the transmission of penicillin for delivery through the overseas Army postal service has 
been prohibited. 





GERMAN Y—tThe following change is made in the mail service to Germany: 

Printed matter up to 4 pounds 6 ounces in weight may be mailed on a gift basis to 
the American and British Zones of Germany, excluding Berlin. It is no longer necessary 
that the wrappers of the packages be marked “Noncommercial Printed Matter.” 

The following types of printed matter are prohibited: (a) Materials propagating or 
glorifying the ultra nationalist, militarist, racist or pan-German doctrines. (b) Mate- 
rials containing malicious attacks on anv of the occupying powers or malicious criti- 
cisms of decisions or actions of the Allied Control Council, or constituting incitement 
to riot or disorder, or interfering with the process of military government. (ec) Materials 
attempting to create divisions between or foster disrespect for the United Nations. 

Letters written in Braille for all zones of Germany may be accepted up to 4 pounds 
6 ounces in weight. The nature of correspondence written in Braille must comply with 
the restrictions for correspondence in general. Printed matter for the blind is accepted 
up to 11 pounds in weight for all zones of Germany, and its nature must comply with 
the restrictions for printed matter in general. 


PHILIPPINES—Effective on and after October 1, 1947, articles in the regular mails 
for the Philippine Islands will be subject to new rates and conditions. 


CUSTOMS DECLARATIONS—Some mailers are not filling out customs declaration 
forms to describe the contents of gift parcels to foreign countries in the detail required 
by the Postal Regulations. 

The particulars given on customs declarations must be full and precise in all details.

In the case of parcels containing more than one article, or articles of different kinds, the 


exact quantity and value of each kind of article must be stated. Indication of the net 
weight of the contents and gross weight of the parcels must also be shown. It is not 
sufficient that customs declarations bear simply the words “coats,” or “stockings,” but 
the materials of which the articles are composed should be shown, as “fur coats,” “silk 
stockings.” Also, for instance, in the case of dried fruits the particular kinds, such as 
“figs,” “raisins,” “currants,” etc., should be shown. General terms such as “worn clothing,” 
“groceries,” “presents,” “merchandise,” “samples” and the like, will not suffice. 

In case the customs declaration does not furnish enough space on which to give al] 
the details necessary, there will be no objection to such details being placed on the 
wrapper of the parcel when reference to that fact is made on the declaration itself, or an 
additional customs declaration may be used for the purpose. 

AIR MAIL FOR FOREIGN COUNTRIES—Packages up to the weight limit prescribed 
for letters, containing dutiable articles (merchandise), are accepted for dispatch by air, 
when prepaid at the regular air-mail rates, and provided the country concerned accepts 
articles (merchandise) liable to customs duty prepaid at the letter rate of postage. Postal 
Union (regular) mails, other than letters and letter packages, are also accepted for 
dispatch by air provided they are prepared for mailing in accordance with the regulations 
governing the particular class of mail, and are prepaid at the regular air-mail rates. 

There is no provision for the dispatch to foreign countries by air mail of parcel-post 
packages prepared as such, and form 2922, form 2966, or any other form intended for 
parcel-post packages exclusively, should not be used on articles to be sent by air to any 
foreign country. 

JAPAN—Effective October 10, 1947, civilian mail service to Japan will be extended to 
include the following articles of printed matter: Bibles and all other sacred writings of 
all religious faiths and sects; and tracts, other pamphlets, books, journals and other 
publications of which at least 50 percent of the content is devoted to matters generally 
recognized as religious. 

CHINA—A great many insufficiently prepaid parcel post packages are being presented 
for mailing to China. The postage rate applicable to parcel post packages for China was 
increased last July from 14 cents per pound to 22 cents per pound. Attention is also 
invited to the fact that the parcel post rate for China does not apply to Hong Kong. The 
rate for parcels destined for Hong Kong is 14 cents per pound. 

IRELAND (EIRE)—A large number of parcel post packages destined for Ireland 
(Eire) are being presented for mailing which weigh in excess of the limit of 11 pounds 
fixed by the Postal Administration of that country. Parcels for Northern Ireland may 
weigh up to 22 pounds, but parcels for Ireland (Eire) must not exceed 11 pounds in weight. 

PHILIPPINES—WwW ith the exception noted in the next paragraph, only one parcel post 
package per week may be sent by or on behalf of the same sender in this country to or 
for the same addressee in the Philippines. There is no limitation on the number of parcels 
containing books and other printed matter that may be sent at one time to addressees in 
the Philippines. 

MEXICO—Information has been received from the Postal Administration of Mexico 
that the articles listed below are temporarily prohibited from admission to that country, 
under regulations of the Mexican Import Control Commission: Fresh and preserved fruits. 
Preserved meats, even containing some vegetable matter. Cosmetics; perfume; toilet 
kits. Jewelry, precious or nonprecious. Clothing made of wool or cotton and decorated 
with metal or silk. Cotton shirts and underwear. Hosiery of silk mixed with other fibers. 
Hosiery, other than silk. Silk girdles or belts. Oiled or waxed cloth. Velvet cloth made 
of cotton or artificial fibers. Velvet cloth made of wool or other animal fibers. Carpets of 
wool or other animal fibers except silk. Leather garments. Purses, cardcases, and billfolds 
made all or partly of leather. Tanned hides. Pictures, statues, and antiques at least 100 
years old. Fountain pens, pencil-holders, and penknives not of fine metal, even with silver, 
gold-plated, or gold parts. Watches, wrist or pocket. Worked glass and crystal in pieces, 
with or without mountings or decorations. Advertisements, calendars, and price lists on 
single sheets (prohibited after January 1, 1948).

Section 30.33b. Shipments of merchandise by air—Exports of aircraft flown frem the 
United States.—(a) Shipper’s Export Declarations on Commerce Form 7525 must be filed 
by the shipper for all merchandise shipped on: [F.C.S.D.-64] 

(1) Aircraft clearing from the United States, Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto Rico 
foreign countries, the Virgin Islands of the United States and the Canal Zone; 

(2) Aircraft clearing from one of the following areas to another: the mainland of the 
United States, Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto Rico; and 

(3) Aircraft clearing from the Virgin Islands of the United States to foreign countries 
and the Canal Zone. 

(b) Shipper’s Export Declarations on Commerce Form 7525 must also be filed by the 
exporter for aircraft being flown from the United States for foreign account in all cases 
where clearance of aircraft is required. [F.C.S.D.-64] 

(e) Shipper’s Export Declarations should be filed at the port of lading of the cargo. 
However, when cargo is laden at a port other than the last port from which the aircraft 
finally obtains clearance from the United States for its foreign destination, a notation of 
the fact that export declarations have been filed should be made on the aircraft com- 
mander’s copy of the outward manifest at the time the cargo is laden. This notation shall 
serve to inform Collectors of Customs at ports other than the port of lading that export 
declarations have previously been filed for the cargo. [F.C.S.D.-64]

SHIPMENTS OTHER THAN THOSE TO U. S. GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 
MADE TO ONE PORT IN PUERTO RICO AND LADEN ON ONE VESSEL 


Reference is made to Circular Letter No. FT-20, issued November 7, 1945, providing 
that Collectors of Customs will permit the subject shipments to be reported on one copy 
of the Shipper’s Export Declaration (Commerce Form 7525-V) and that no consignee 
information need be provided by shippers. 

The provisions of this Circular Letter should be interpreted to permit the reporting 
on one export declaration of any number of shipments destined for any number of con- 
signees, provided that all shipments reported on one declaration are made on one vessel 
and to one port in Puerto Rico. There is no change in the requirement for filing Shipper’s 
Export Declarations in duplicate for such shipments. [C-FT-41] 


BRITISH GROUP STARTS SERVICE FOR U. S. IMPORTERS

Rendering this service is the British Export 
Trade Research Organization (BETRO), formed by leading British manufacturers in an 
effort to increase exports to the U. S.

AIR EXPRESS TO VENEZUELA NO CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN NEEDED 


The Venezuelan Government has announced that, effective August 1, the Certificate of 
Origin is no longer required for air express shipments to that country, regardless of the 
shipment value. The Special Declaration (Planilla Aerea) is the only document now 
required, and must accompany the shipment in quintuplicate. No Consular certification of 


the Special Declaration is necessary. 


EXPORTERS SHIPPING TO BOLIVIA 


While apparently there was recently some intention on the part of the Bolivian 
Government to drop the requirement that foreign exporters present copies of Bolivian 
import licenses to Bolivian consulates, it has been learned that this requirement may not 
be dropped after all. Therefore, as the matter is in doubt, exporters, in their own interest, 
should continue the practice of presenting the licenses. It should be noted that all ship- 
ments, regardless of value, require import licenses, in any event, whether their presenta- 
tion to consulates continues to be required or not. 


SARAWAK WAIVES CERTAIN DUTIES 


The Commissioner of Trade and Customs, Sarawak, has by Order exempted from 
payment of Customs duties articles of industrial machinery, including boilers, auxiliaries, 
and accessories, which are proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of Trade and 
Customs to have been imported since April 15, 1946, or which are hereafter imported, in 
replacement of any such articles lost or destroyed in consequence of the war.

VESSEL STATISTICS—JULY, 1947 


The net registered tonnage of vessels both entering and clearing in the foreign trade 
of the United States increased by 3 percent to 9,250,000 net tons and 8,953,000 net tons, 
respectively, during July. The tonnage of American flag vessels entering United States 
ports in the foreign trade increased by 7 percent from 4,875,000 net tons in June to 5,236,000 
net tons in July, while the tonnage of foreign flag vessels entering decreased by 2 percent 
from 4,090,000 net tons to 4,014,000 net tons. During this same period clearances of 
American flag vessels increased by 6 percent from 4,746,000 net tons to 5,008,000 net tons 
while foreign flag vessel clearances declined slightly from 3,980,000 net tons to 3,945,000 
net tons. Fifty-six percent of the total net registered tonnage of vessels entering and 
clearing was accounted for by American vessels. 

The net registered tonnage of vessels entering and clearing United States ports in 
the foreign trade by Customs District areas during July and June, 1947, together with the 
percentage of change, is shown in the following table: [F.T. 975.]

INDIA AND PAKISTAN REVALIDATE MOST IMPORT LICENSES 


The two new dominions of India and Pakistan have agreed to revalidate to December 
31, 1947, most import licenses which are now valid up to September 30. A list of products 
to which the extension of validation will not apply has not been announced. 

Previous extensions have been granted from June 30 to September 30. The present 
extension is stated to be final, in view of India’s difficult foreign exchange position. 
Automatic revalidation of expired Indian import licenses for capital goods and heavy 
electrical plants has been discontinued. Holders of expired licenses which were valid 
through June 30 must now apply for revalidation if they still wish to make shipment. 
However, where existing licenses have been granted with a period of validity beyond 
June 30, these licenses are valid for the period specified and no action for revalidation is 
necessary. Applications for revalidation of expired licenses must be accompanied by 
evidence that firm orders have been placed abroad and that suppliers have asked for an

ENTRIES OF SUGAR FROM OFFSHORE AREAS THROUGH SEPT. 30, 1947 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture announced today that the quantity of sugar entered 
for consumption from all oft-shore areas during January-September, 1947, amounted to 
4.743,008 short tcns, raw value. For the corresponding period last year the quantity entered 
totaled 3,486,140 tons. The figures are subject to change after final outturn weights and 
polarization data for all entries are available. 

A total of 142,896 short tons of sugar, raw value, was marketed by the mainland cane 
area and 1,006,929 tons by the continental beet area during January-August, 1947, as com- 
pared with 187,468 tons and 843.450 tons, respectiely, during the same period of 1946. Data 
for September are not yet available.

PLANT QUARANTINE RESTRICTIONS—U. K. 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE

Wales contained in a General License (1.P. Gen. 1/1947) issued April 15, 1947, and the 
regulations governing the same imports into Scotland issued in the Importation of Plants 
(Scotland) Order of 1947 effective May 1, 1947.

PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


A digest of the rules and regulations promulgated under the Agricultural Pests Act 
of 1911 of the Union of South Africa, and subsequent amendments, has been prepared for 
the information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials, and others interested in the 
exportation of plants and plant products to South Africa. It deals only with the restric- 
tions applying to importations into the Union from places overseas. 

The digest was prepared by Richard Faxon, Division of Foreign Plant Quarantines. 
from the original texts and reviewed by the Chief Inspector, Plant Regulatory Service, 
Department of Agriculture, Union of South Africa, 


REPUBLIC OF ARGENTINA 


A revised summary of the plant quarantine import restrictions of the Republic of 
Argentina, as they apply in particular to products from the United States, has been pre- 
pared for the information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials, and others interested 
in the exportation of plants and plant products to that country. 

It was prepared by R. G. Oakley, Supervisor of Export Certification, Division of 
Foreign Plant Quarantines, from translations of Decree No. 83732 of June 3, 1936, as 
amended by the several supplemental decrees subsequently issued which made a revision 
of B. E. P. Q.-426 necessary.

HAWAIIAN CITRUS NURSERY STOCK QUARANTINE 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


A revision of the quarantine has been issued to provide protection against the entry 
of citrus canker on the fruits of all hosts and from all countries where it is known to 
occur; to prohibit the entry of two additional diseases infecting certain species of citrus 
in several South American countries; and to remove the Union of South Africa from the 
list of countries designated as infected with citrus canker. Under its provisions the 
following prohibitions with reference to imports into the continental United States, Puerto 
Rico, and Hawaii are established: 

(1) On account of citrus canker: 

Importation prohibited of all fruits and peel of all genera, species, and varieties of 
the subfamilies Aurantioideae, Rutoideae, and Toddalioideae of the botanical family 
Rutaceae; From Eastern and southeastern Asia (including India, Burma, Ceylon, Siam, 
Indo-China, and China), the Malayan Archipelago, the Philippine Islands, Oceania (except 
Australia and Tasmania), Japan (including Formosa and other islands adjacent to Japan), 
Mauritius, Mozambique, and Seychelles. 


(2) On account of sweet orange scab: 

Importation prohibited of fruits and peel of lime, sour orange, Mauritius papeda, 
lemon, grapefruit, mandarin orange, sweet orange, and oval kumquat; From Argentina, 
Brazil, Paraguay, and Uruguay. 

(3) On account of “Cancrosis B”: 

Importation prohibited of fruits and peel of lime, sour orange, lemon, citron, and sweet 
orange; From Argentina, Paraguay, and Uruguay. [B. E. P. @.—@Q. 28.] 








Other Related Quarantines 
Citrus nursery stock, except seeds, is prohibited entry from all foreign countries and 
localities by the citrus nursery stock quarantine No. 19 (7 CFR § 319.19). 
The importation from all foreign countries of fruits of citrus and citrus relatives, 
other than those specified in this quarantine, is restricted by the provisions of fruit and 
vegetable quarantine No. 56 (7 CFR, §§ 319.56 to 319.56-7, inclusive). 


FOOD AND DRUG RELEASES 


The New York Drug Office of the Food and Drug Administration has discontinued 
giving information either by telephone or upon inquiry in person as to release of import 
consignments subject to the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. Under a procedure effective 
September 1 customs brokers are expected to attach the green Form No. 799 to each invoice 
covering such shipments. In the event no sample is desired the original copy is stamped 
and returned to the broker immediately and the copy is retained. If a sample is to be 
taken for inspection the original ticket is stamped with the laboratory number and sent 
to the importer of record. At the time action is taken a notice of release or detention 
is sent direct to the same party and the duplicate green ticket, with appropriate notation, 
is placed in the broker’s box at the Appraiser’s Store. The change is expected to expedite 
movement of goods after release and at the same time prevent error in delivery. 


DUTCH ELM DISEASE QUARANTINE 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

Discovery of the Dutch elm disease in the Province of Quebec, Canada, has necessl- 
tated extension of the quarantine on account of this disease to include the Dominion of 
Canada and other foreign areas north of the United State. Surveys of elm utilization in 
the United States disclosed that elm logs are annually shipped to certain localities in this 
country from Canadian points, principally for use in veneer manufacturing. Such unre- 
stricted importations constitute an additional threat to the elms in the extensive sections 
of the United States where the disease does not occur. 

Importations of elm material from the continent of Europe have been prohibited or 
restricted since October 21, 1933. In regulations supplemental to the revised quarantine, 
provisions are made for the importation of quarantined products under certain precautions 
to prevent introduction of the disease fungus. [B. E. P. @.—Q. 70.]

TO AMEND SECTION 3179 (b) OF THE INTERNAL REVENUE CODE 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That subsection (b) of section 3179 of the Internal 
Revenue Code is amended to read as follows: 

Paze 1604 

Sec, 3179. “(b) Drawback.—Upon the exportation of distilled spirits and wines manu- 
factured or produced in the United States on which an internal-revenue tax has been paid, 
and which are contained in any cask or package or in bottles packed in cases or other 
containers, there shall be allowed, under regulations to be prescribed by the Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Secretary, a drawback equal in amount to the tax found to have 
been paid on such distilled spirits and wines: Provided, That such distilled spirits and 
wines have been packaged or bottled especially for export, under regulations prescribed by 
the Commissioner, with the approval of the Secretary. The Commissioner, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary, is authorized to prescribe regulations governing the determination 
and payment of drawback of internal-revenue tax on domestic distilled spirits and wines, 
including the requirement of such notices, bonds, bills of lading, and other evidence of 


payment of tax and exportation as shall be deemed necessary.”

Saturdays, Sundays and legal holidays, for 
all imports except coffee and cocoa beans, 
for which a ten day free time period, ex- 
cluding only Sundays and holidays, was 
recommended. The Council and the Com- 
merce and Industry Association of New 
York presented a statement, supported by 
eighteen trade associations in the import 
field (a new high in import trade organiza- 
tion cooperation), asking for a restoration 
of the prewar ten day free time period, an 
improvement of the present system in noti- 
fication by carriers of the beginning of free 
time, and the elimination of penalty rates 
for any period when the importer does not 
have ready access to his cargo for reasons 
beyond his control 

Germany—A new export incentive plan 
was inaugurated in the Combined US-UK 
Zone in Germany on July 1, 1947. Under this 
plan, 10 per cent of foreign exchange pro- 
ceeds from exports are made available to 
the exporter, who must use half of this 
amount, or 5 per cent, within 6 months, and 
may use these funds abroad for a variety 
of purposes, including purchase of materials 
for improving his plant, defraying expenses 
for foreign representation, and the develop- 
ing of foreign business abroad. 


Effective August 18, 1947, German firms 
may procure on their own behalf raw mate. 
rials, and the operating and maintenance 
supplies necessary for the production of 
certain specified export goods. Prior to that 
date, procurement of imports into the Com. 
bined Zones had been handled exclusively 
by the Main Office of the Joint Export- 
Import Agency, and individual German 
firms were not permitted to contract for 
imports. 

Borneo—The U. S. Department of State 
announced on September 16, 1947, that 
claims for war damage to American prop- 
erty in North Borneo, Sarawak and Brunei 
may be registered with the Borneo War 
Damage Claims Commision. Claims should 
be submitted to the Secretary of the Com- 
mission, Jesselton, North Borneo, before 
November 30, 1947. The registration of 
claims has been undertaken by the Borneo 
Commission to enable the Governments of 
North Borneo, Sarawak and Brunei to reach 
decisions as to the extent of compensation 
which may be granted for such war dam- 
age, but the registration and assessment of 
claims should not be construed as a com- 
mitment that compensation will be paid.

COMPLIANCE WITH EXPORT CONTROL REGULATIONS 


An intensive drive to assure compliance with export control regulations was an- 
nounced by the Office of International Trade. Instructions have been issued to the OIT 
compliance and legal staffs to expedite investigations of all alleged violations, with 
particular emphasis on the practice of traffiicking in licenses. Additional employees have 
recently been added to aid in this work. 

Under a recent regulation, exporters are required to use export licenses only to carry 
out shipments against orders which they received prior to the issuance of the licenses. 
They are required to apply for new licenses to cover orders obtained subsequently. 
Accordingly, it is improper for exporters to solicit orders, either by newspaper adver- 
tising or otherwise, indicating at the same time that they already hold an approved 
license to ship the particular goods. It is likewise improper for prospective purchasers 
of goods for export to attempt to purchase a license for the purpose of exporting the 
goods. Newspaper advertising departments have already been advised of the nature and 
scope of these restrictions and are cooperating with the Department of Commerce in 
refusing advertising copy of this sort. 

Violations of export control regulations, it was pointed out, are punishable not orly 
by fine and imprisonment, but also by administrative denial of the privilege of applying 
for licenses. This latter type of penalty was invoked on numerous occasions during the 
war and is particularly effective because it can be applied fairly speedily, upon the basis 
solely of administrative notice and a hearing before a Compliance Commissioner, upon 
whose recommendation action is taken by the Director of the Export Supply Branch. It 
was also pointed out that a violator of export control regulations not only may be denied 
the privilege of applying for export licenses for a stated period of time, but also may _ be 
te me aa from exporting even those items which are not subject to individual licensing 
controls.
